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Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  tlie  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annnal  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Alton  schools. 

Statistics 

Total  registration  for  the  school  year  ending  June 
:5(),  lt)2:i,  was  229;  125  boys  and  104  girls.  Their  loca- 
tion in  the  grades  was  as  follows:  Grade  1,  21;  Grade 
TT,  21  ;  Grade  III,  30;  Grade  IV,  22;  Grade  V,  22;  Grade 
VI,  19;  (irade  VII,  23;  Grade  VIII,  16;  Grade  IX,  26; 
(Jrade  X,  8;  Grade  XI,  10;  Grade  XII,  11.  Average 
mendtership  was  200;  average  attendance,  186;  per  cent 
of  attendance,  93.  Xot  absent  nor  tardy  during  the 
year,  8.  High  school  tuition  pupils,  9.  ^"isits  by  school 
board  members,  23;  by  the  superintendent,  168;  by  citi- 
zens, l.")9.  Kegistration  for  the  i)iesent  school  year  is 
almost  the  same  as  last  ^-ear. 

Teachers 

Four  vacancies  had  to  be  filled  by  new  teachers, 
three  in  the  Central  school  and  the  other  on  the  Moun- 
tain. 

We  are  very  sorry  to  lose  Mrs.  Barr  for  a  time 
on  account  of  illness.  On  the  other  hand  we  are  fortu- 
nate in  finding  a  substitute  capable  of  handling  a  room 
of  45  ])upils. 

Ne\er  a  word  of  complaint  comes  from  the  Bay 
school. 

The  teacher  engaged  for  the  Mountain  District 
began  in  the  fall  but  only  lasted  a  few  weeks.  Miss 
Lovett,  who  took  her  place,  is  doing  very  well  at  present. 
It  bec<mies  increasingly  difficult  to  get  teachers  of  ex- 
perience to  accept  a  rural  school. 

We  are  fortunate  again  this  year  to  share  the  ex- 
pense with  Xew  Durlunii  for  the  Dealami  school  and  feel 
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tliat  for  both  towns  we  have  a   model  rural  school  in 
tliat  part  of  the  town. 

Alton  onglit  to  appreciate  the  fact  of  having  sev- 
eral teachers  in  the  Central  school  remain  with  ns  for  a 
good  length  of  service.  That  has  been  a  large  factor  in 
the  excellent  standard  and  repntation  of  Alton  schools. 
All  of  the  teachers  in  this  bnilding  are  overloaded  with 
scliool  snbjects. 

Bnildings 

All  of  the  bnildings  in  Alton  at  present  are  sat- 
isfactory for  scliool  work.  S^ome  repairs  were  made  to 
the  Mountain  school  bnilding  dnr-ing  the  snmmer  and 
tlie  bnilding  at  the  Bay  was  given  a  new  coat  of  ]>aint. 

The  Central  bnilding  was  renovated  tliroughont, 
])ainted  inside  and  ont,  and  two  veiw  good  rooms  added 
so  that  the  amount  of  class  room  sjiace  is  sufficient  for 
all  purposes  and  gives  the  domestic  arts  department  a 
room  of  their  own  Avith  every  necessary  accommodation. 
The  addition  was  made  at  a  minimum  cost,  and  great 
credit  is  due  the  ones  who  had  tl)e  work  in  charge.  The 
cost  of  painting  and  renovating  for  so  large  a  buihling 
has  made  the  minor  repair  bill  large  for  this  year,  but  it 
was  very  necesKsary. 

We  appreciate  the  extension  of  the  water  main 
with  pipe  large  enough  to  give  us  Avhat  water  is  neces- 
sary for  laboratoiy  i)urposes  and  insure  pro])er  sanita- 
tion in  the  building. 

Special  iVctivities 

I  commend  to  your  attention  the  usual  outside  ac- 
tivities of  the  schools  which  are  an  im]>ortant  i)art  of 
school  life  and  training.  It  was  good  to  see  so  uiany 
])arents  and  citizens  as  visitors  at  the  open  evening  ses- 
sion during  Education   week. 

I  commend  the  work  of  the  Dental  Clinic  comluct- 
ed  by  the  Woman's  f^lub  for  a  month  during  the  fall 
term.  Much  needed  work  was  done  on  the  teeth  of  the 
scho(d  children. 
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Gifts 

Tlie  lJ)2o  graduating  class  left  for  the  school  a 
line  teacher's  desk  for  the  new  high  school  room  and  re- 
ceived tlie  thanks  and  appreciation  of  school  officials  and 
citizens. 

The  school  anthorities,  teachers  and  pnpils  wish 
to  register  their  thanks  and  api)reciation  of  the  books 
donated  to  the  school  by  Mre.  Belcher  in  honor  of  her 
husband,  Fred  Belcher,  whose  work  as  janitor  and  whose 
association  with  teachers  and  pnpils  alwas  bore  the 
marks  of  a  Christian  gentleman. 

School  Fnnds  and  School  Costs 
B\'  economic  administration  and  postponement 
of  repairs  we  had  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  pres- 
ent school  year,  June  30,  ]92o,  a  good  start  toward  the 
heavy  repair  bill  on  sclioolhonses.  AVe  hope  to  match 
even  at  the  end  of  the  year  even  though  the  amount  from 
the  state  is  |1,()00  less  than  last  year.  This  comes  about 
from  the  higher  assessed  property  valuation  in  Alton. 
However,  we  have  cond)ined  tlie  first  two  grades  and 
have  one  less  on  the  teaching  force. 

The  standard  of  salaries  has  not  changed  frcmi  the 
last  three  years.  The  larger  sahiries  paid  in  tlie  larger 
phices  call  many  of  our  teachers  after  some  experience. 
The  Budget  which  will  be  presented  by  the  school 
board  at  the  annual  school  meeting  contains  figures  made 
as  h)W  as  possible  and  maintain  good  schools. 

Conclusion 
I  have  a  growing  appreciation  for  the  s|)lendid  co- 
<)l»eration  of  school  board,  teachers  and  puinls,  and  thor- 
ough backing  of  the  citizens  of  Alton  in  tiwing  to  give 
the  Alton  school  children  just  as*  good  schools  as  they 
would  have  anywhere  else  in  the  state.
